SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording entitled Russian Slaves Vol #9 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

This classification is due to the fact that the publication tends to promote and support 
acts of torture and the infliction of extreme cruelty, and promotes and supports the use 
of violence or coercion to compel any person to submit to sexual conduct. 

The publication is a video recording comprising one feature made up of two episodes. 
Both episodes depict a scenario in which women are humiliated and beaten by a man. 
The manner of the presentation suggests that the publication is intended to be used by 
people with a sexual interest in acts of torture, the infliction of extreme cruelty and 
sexual violence. 

The classification of this publication interferes with the freedom of expression, but this 
is an outcome that is consistent with Parliament's intention that publications falling 
under s3(2) are deemed to be objectionable. The classification is also a reasonable 
limitation on the freedom of expression that reflects the concern of "a free and 
democratic society" to limit the availability of publications that promote and support the 
use of violence or coercion to compel any person to participate in, or submit to, sexual 
conduct, and publications that tend to promote and support acts of torture and the 
infliction of extreme cruelty. 
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
